DIIDNC ftW cur 


Third Big Trial 
Believed Coming 


While confirmation tu lacking 
today, the city tfka understood to 
be continuing its negotiations with 
Jules E. Fortin for a reduction In the 
proposed Interest rates suggested for 
s refunding Issue to cover Victoria’s 
total debt. It was reported tha 
scheme, under Its present terms, 
would give some immediate relief to 
the city In carrying charges. 

Unofficial sources indicated the 
plan called for the refunding of the 
city’s debt, approximately $15 652.660. 
at two rates. The plan would main¬ 
tain the 4 per cent debt Issues at 
that rate and would lower others to 
a uniform per cent. It was under¬ 
stood. At present the average Interest 
rate on all city debt la 4.75 per cent. 

Under the Fortin plan. It was 
understood, the refunding Issue 
would be made out for a period of 
forty years. Provision would be made 
for debt retirement as the city was 
able to reduce the principal. But the 
new Issues callable at any time, would 
not mature until 1977. 

The plan was regarded In certain 
circles as a parallel to that presented 
to Edmonton and Calgary, although 
different features of the financial 
set-up of the other cities would 
nstunUly make the terms differ. 

In sddltton to lowering the aver¬ 
age Interest rate by more than J5 
per cent. It was understood the plan 
would allow the city to concel Its 
own debentures now held In the city’s 
own sinking fund. That would permit 
a considerable saving In carrying 
charges. 

Refusal of principal figures In the 
. negotiations to disclose the actual 
matter* under discussion, left some 
doubt over the outcome of the meet¬ 
ings which have been In progress 
during the last few days.

Divorce Reform 

I NTRODUCTION IN THE HOQ9E OF 
Commons by Mr. H. C. Green, South 
Vancouver, of a bill to provide for appeal to 
the Court of Appeal in divorce cases that have, 
been before the British Columbia Supreme 
Court, is a move in the right direction.

In^India her father died, her 
mother remarried and Dolores was 
sent back to Europe. Rere. In 1837, 
she met and married a Captain James, 
returned with him to India, grew tired 
of tier husband and went back to 
England In 1842.

Yardstick for Transporta- 
lion, Says Howe; Commons 
Discuss Capital Revision 

Canadian Press 

Ottawa, Feb. 6.—With tome 03.000,- 
000.000 from the public treasuries In¬ 
vested In all forms of transportation, 
the 01.500,000.000 Invested In the 
Canadian National Railways should 
not b« singled out for special treat¬ 
ment or regarded aa a cause of spe¬ 
cial concern, Hon. C. D. Howe. Minis¬ 
ter of Transport, told the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

On motion of Mr. Howe, his bill to 
revise the capital structure of the 
government-owned railway was given 
second reading and referred to the 
committee on railways and ahlpping. 
There was no opposition. 

Mr. Howe bulked together the 
amount expended from time to time 
by the government on other railways, 
waterways and shipping, highways 
and aviation, to give the entire pic¬ 
ture of public Investment In trans¬ 
portation. 

The bill did "violenoe to sound 
principles of finance.*' said Rt. Hon. 
R. B. Bennett. Conservative leader. 
He had no objection to writing off 
capital stock of ths Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways and the Canadian' 
Northern Railway, hut he did object 
to any change In th§ long-term debt 
of the railways. 

Mr. Howe said the actual govern¬ 
ment investment in the Canadian 
National was not Important except 
that the system was competing with 
a privately-owned railway which hah 
stood on Its own feet. In fairness to 
ths competitor, a record should be 
kept of the money Invested In ths 
National system. 

In Mr. Bennett's view, the keeping 
of such a record was necessary to 
test the value of the nationalisation 
plan aa compared with others, to es¬ 
tablish the relationship between 
freight rates and capital structure 
and to keep employees of the rail¬ 
way Informed of the relationship be¬ 
tween wages and capital.

San Francisco. Feb. «. — American 
merchant ships sailed the Pacific to- ■ 
day after three months in which the . 
United States flag was scarcely seen 
on the world's greatest ocean. 

The Uner President Hayes put out 
from Honolulu at 0.15 am. today for 
the Orient, the first regular sailing 
of a merchant ship from a Pacific 
port since the ninety-eight mari¬ 
time strike was called. 

In California ports negotiators 
sought to smooth out several remain¬ 
ing disputes which In one case 
threatened to disrupt the newly- 
born peace. 

Waterfronts generally hummed 
with activity as cargo was loaded 
and unloaded and ships began to 
move after the end of the tie-up. 

But In Los Angeles Harbor and in 
8an Francisco disputes linked to the 
walkout caused new friction. 

In Ban Pedro, eleven lntercoastel 
ships with east coast crews faced a 
tie-up. The unlicensed personnel re¬ 
fused to return to work unless it was 
granted concessions made In strike 
settlements to west coast workers, 
who generally received pay Increases.

Prince Rupert. Feb. 6.—Repairs to 
the crankshaft of 8a- Prince Rupert, 
broken Tuesday as the vessel sailed 
here from Vancouver, will be repaired 
In the Canadian National drydock 
here, company officials said today. 
The vessel will also be given her 
season overhaul.

Montreal. Feb. 6.—British Industries 
are busy and exports are showing con¬ 
tinuous Increases, according to P. A. 
Clews, European manager of the Cana¬ 
dian National Railways, who arrived 
in Montreal yesterday, on his annual 
busApss visit. Not only are the 
engineering Industries busy with re¬ 
armament contracts, but all Indus¬ 
tries are working to their limit of 
capacity, with the result that more 
persona are etnplo ed In England to¬ 
day than for many years post. 

"Shipbuilding yards are working to 
capacity In the construction of mer¬ 
chant marine veesels as well as with 
naval contracts. The result." stated 
Mr. Clewa, “is that prospects are 
brighter In England today than far 
many years, exports have been show¬ 
ing steady gains week by week for the 
past five years and present indica¬ 
tions are that these Increases may be 
expected to continue. 

"At the present time London, and 
Birtaln generally, are preparing for 
a new tourist influx on account of 
the forthcoming coronation. Plans 
are being made to handle the largest 
arrival of visitors the British Isles 
have experienced In many years. 
Apart entirely from Impending coro¬ 
nation visitors.** said Mr. Clews. "Lon¬ 
don and England generally appear to 
have displaced continental areas aa 
tourist centres, with thr result that 
England's tourist business at present 
might be described as ‘booming.* 

"The .average Briton's Interest in 
Canada is on the Increase." Mr. Clews 
said. "And it la anticipated this In¬ 
terest will be heightened with the 
visit, during the coming summer 
months, of the thousands of Cana¬ 
dians who plan to witness part of 
the coronation ceremonials In Lon¬ 
don."

If two ships are within sight of 
each other and the skipper of one 
wants to Indicate he is going to 
change his course to starboard, he 
blows one short blast; If he wants to 
change to port there are two short 
blasts. Three short blasts mean two

•THERE may never have been a mortal woman 

who looked quite as lovely, aa patrician and aa 
soulfully. wholesomely good as the Olbson gtrl 
looked. But for a great many years peopte figured 
that even if women didn’t look like that, they 
ought to. Aa a result. Charles Dana Gibson be¬ 
came rich and famous. 

There Is a richly entertaining account of 
Gibson’s life In a new biography by Fairfax 
Downey—"Portrait of an Era” (Scribner's). It in¬ 
cludes reproductions of aome scores of Gibson’s 
sketches, and you will find it a book with which 
to alt up nights. 

Olbson waa born with a remarkable talent. 
He did not care much about drawing aa a child, 
but ha somehow bad a miraculous knack for cut¬ 
ting silhouettes out of paper. At the age of six, or 
thsreabout, he was doing it like a professional. 
Aa artistic career was indicated, obviously._ 

His parents started by sending him to a 
acluptor. when he got along into hia 'teens. But 
it soon became dear that sculpture wasn't tt_ He 
turned to sketching, put in a miserable two years 
or so trying to peddle hia drawings—and. finally, 
clicked with the humorous magazine. Life. 

That started it. Before long th« Olbson girl 
msde her bow. Her creator presently became 
famous and wealthy. His daxxllng female be¬ 
came a national institution. 

She made Olbeon her prisoner. He had talents 
aa a cartoonist, but the tyrannical lassie wouldn't 
let him develop them- He wanted to become a 
painter, but she chained him to hia sketching 
block. 

Only now. an old man in retirement, ia he able 
to follow hia old yen to play around with oils.

N OW LET US cast about and investigate the 
symphonic resources of the city, not for¬ 
getting that there may be several competent in¬ 
strumentalists living in adjoining districts who 
would bo only too pirasrd to enlist their good 
services in so important a musical venture. 

In the cam of the strings, in the city there 
must be over 300 violin players who have passed 
the elementary stages. Of them there should be 
20 per cent quite capable of Joining a symphony 
orchestra; besides, there are thorn who have 
grown up and who are already assisting in the 
larger spheres of orchestral playing. Of violas 
there are at least half a dozen, and as for 'cellos, 
the city is fortunate in having In its midst ten 
good 'cellists; for doubis basses we may muster 
four. The wood-wind section will find three or 
four good flutes, an oboe, a bassoon and some 
very capable clarlnete, and there is not much 
doubt aa to some reliably good exponents of brass 
instruments, the weakest perhaps being a lack of 
horn players. Percussion and tympani are also 
here to excellent purpose. So that altogether we 
can find good orchestral “supplies” for early 
purposes of over sixty players. As to the con¬ 
ductor, this is a matter for further consideration.

Miss Escott would probably be a good deal 
better off if people would stop saying that hsr 
style la like Hemingway's. She doesn't need com¬ 
parisons; she has a quick, ae mp a e l way o f ex¬ 
pressing herself that makes her novel as readable 
aa an account of a three-alarm fire, and she does 
not owe it to any correspondence school leesona 
in English composition, either. 

She uses this style to create an atmosphere of 
steadily rising tension and suspense, and succeeds 
so well that the latter part of her book la 
positively painful to read. In short, aha Is a 
remarkably capabla writer. My only quarrel with 
her la that she baa picked out a rather irritating 
pair of people to write about. 

She tells a lovc-at-flrst-elght story, in which 
a New Zealand farmer swiftly woos and wads a 
young heiress Just out from England. Thslr love 
affair ia tempestuous and 1 U-starred.

Thsre are twenty-six songs. A good selection 
from all tha old nursery favorites The music ia 
simple and tha print clear. Tha pictures will be 
praised or condemned according to each indi¬ 
vidual’s reactions to van Loon aa an artist. But 
everyone will admit that they do make a vivid 
impression and are amusing. 

There is one surprise, however. Little Boy Blue 
has become Little Boy Greed. The author-artist 
admit# the fact, and gives a witty explanation in 
hia Postscript. 

According to van Loon all books are subject 
to a dreadful malady which is known in publish¬ 
ing ctrclea aa “coate.” a sort of literary measles. 
If the attack of "costs" ia severe, a book quite 
often dies in infancy, and even a mild attack baa 
to be nursed with care. This particular Infant 
was brought up on a diet of three very simple 
colors (not counting black—for black la the 
potato of the artist’s kitchen). These three 
colors, yellow, red and green, agreed with tha 
patient and saved the book from dying of "costs” 
But Little Boy Blue suffered from color-malnutri¬ 
tion, and became Little Boy Oreen. 

This book looks good, la good, and owing to an 
escape from tbe malady of "costa,” is cheap 
enough to be within the reach of everybody’s

Sagittarius Rising” (Harcourt-Brace), on tha 
ground that tt Is the autobiography of a World 
War flier and that you have read any number of 
books In which the gallant airmen tall all.

Mr. Lewis is both more literate and more re¬ 
flective than any of hia fellows whose writings 
have come our way. He ia able to see his ex¬ 
perience not only as an exciting and unutterably 
romantic adventure—which it waa—but also as 
a slice of a greater experience, a brightly colored 
by-product of war's mass insanity. 

The flier, he admits, had things a lot better 
than did the Infantry offloer.

He did not huddle in fetid trenches and endure 
days of shellflrv to die at the hands of a foe 
he never saw.

That combat, and tbe flight that went with 
it, could be*a delight. Mr. Lewis can tell you 
Just how and why that waa so. He la one of the 
few airmen who can be articulate about tha 
things that flying a plane can do to the emotions.

K ODIAK BEARS are bigger than any other member* of the 
bear family. They grow to greater tire than either the 
polar bear or th? grizzly. Their name came from the faet that 
many have been/ound on the inland of Kodiak', off the count of 
Alaska. They live, however, on other islands as well, and on 
the mainland down the Alaskan shore to. the border of British 
Columbia. They are also known in the southwestern comer of 
the Yukon Territory. 

A fall-grown Kodiak bear slain in Alaska weighed l..">00 
gounds, or three-quarters of a ton. From nose to tail he measured 
seven feet and ten inches, and when standing on all four legs was 
four feet high at the shoulder*. His hind feet were fourteen 
inches long. 

Ernest Thompson Seton, famous scientist and writer, tells 
of a Kodiak bear which lived twelve years in the National Zoo 
in Washington, D.C., and makes this remark:

In another cnse. a hunter in the Yukon went to pick up a 
moose he had shot the evening before. With him were several 
dogs. The hunter caught sight of the moose, but another animal 
was there as well—a Kodiak bear, eating the flesh of the slain 
animal! The dogs ran to attack the bear, but the big brown 
fellow did not seem to care much about them. He charged 
toward the man, who quickly aimed and fired his rifle. 

It wa* a fatal shot, hut the bear was close and w as able to 
give deep daw-wounds before dying. The wounds were painful, 
hut the hunter—A. C, Bonebrake—lived to tell the Isle.

The explanation finally proved 
quite simple.

These Little Pigs Went to Market on Springs 


By E. M. ATBAIGHT 
Dominion Experimental station 
saaniebton 

I N THE PLAN of the Saanich farm 
recently submitted, the rotation 
made possible the growing of field 
pea* or other leguminous crop aa re¬ 
quired. This was intended to provide 
a feed, rich in protein, ln order that a 
well-balanced ration might be made 
possible when the peas were mixed 
with such feed, high In the carbohy¬ 
drates. aa oats and barley, also appear¬ 
ing In the rotation. The well-bal¬ 
anced ration and the nutritive ratio 
are matters that must be left far 
further discussion Tor the present, 
how may the proteins be produced 
on the farm? 

LEGCMES 

There la a considerable number of 
this group which 
are especially valuable, udder suitable 
conditions, aa forage crops. It will 
be remembered that all the plants of 
this family can take most of the 
nitrogen needed from the air. This 
makes It possible not only to produce 
them at much leas cost for manure 
than other crops, but at tha same 
time to enrich the soil ln nitrogen. 

There la. however, yet one otheT 
respect ln which they are much su¬ 
perior to forage crops belonging to 
other families. They are far richer 
| In flesh-forming constituents, for 
which moat fanners spend much of 
their money in the purchase of con¬ 
centrated foods, such aa linseed, 
gluten and cottonseed meals. The 
necessary expenditure for foods of this 
claaa can be greatly lessened by the 
more general production of forage 
crops belonging to the great clover 
family. Some of the more important 
of these, grown at the Experimental 
Station Farm, are here briefly con¬ 
sidered. 

alfalfa 

Alfalfa (Medlcago Media) la one of 
the most satisfactory legumes to grow 
on acid-free soils on Vancouver Island 
Unfortunately alfalfa does not fit m 
wry well into a short rotation. Hav¬ 
ing a strong Up root, it la able to 
penetrate the aubaoll to a great depth, 
and for this reason is able to resist 
•®vere and prolonged drought. Alfalfa 
is an excellent hay and pasture plant 
In some localities, commencing to 
grow early In March and continuing 
Its growth late into tha autumn. 
Under careful grazing, alfalfa will pro¬ 
duce large quantities of forage at a 
time when other clovers and grains 
have ceased to grow. 

AWfcET CLOVER 

The planU belonging to the genua 
Meliiotus are chiefly herb-like bien- 
nUla. with strong tap roou and vigor¬ 
ous upright steins, well furnished with 
trifoliate leave* The flower*, pro¬ 
duced in spike-like racemes, are 
usually white or yellow in color Be¬ 


ing a deep-rooted plant, it la strongly 
reaiaUnt to drought and may be de¬ 
pended upon to yield a large amount 
of fodder. In some parts of Canada 
it la economical to grow sweet clover 
aa s fodder or pasture plant, but In 
localities where alfalfa may be grown 
it is not ’to be recommended. For 
•ome reason, not readily explained, 
•weel clover grows slowly during tha 
first year on Vancouver Island, while 
tha aund is not always what one 
might expect. 

SOYA BEAN 

From the sUndpoint of grain and 
fodder, the soya bean is not a prac¬ 
tical crop to grow on Vancouver 
Island. It may. however, have a place 
aa a aoU renovator. Many varieties 
do not ripen seed here, while the 
early sorts, the only varieties that do 
produce ripe eeed. produce few beans 
and leaa fodder. 

SEBBADEIXA 

Serradella (Ornlthopua BaUvua) la 
an acid tolerant leguminous plant 
especially adapted to light sandy soils 
Under favorable conditions It attains 
a height of twenty-four Inches. Such 
a stand will yield from ten to twelve 
ton* of green fodder per acre. In 1936 
one acre of serradella was grown for 
■eed. The yield was 616 pounds pro¬ 
duced at a tdtAl 6dst pier acre of 663.83. 
FIELD FEA 

Peas on Vancouver Island do re¬ 
markably Well. The abundant mois¬ 
ture in early spring, when peas are 
making their beat growth, and the 
cool days and nights, are conditions 
particularly favorable to the culture 
of the pea on *hi> island. Peas are 
of so many varieties, and used for ao 
many purposes that the first consid¬ 
eration is what the grower la looking 
for. 

If looking for a canner. the moat 
popular pea in Canada is said to be 
Advancer. Our elite seed stocks of 
Uila variety have been multiplied by 
the Ortmm Alfalfa Seed Company of 
Brooks.

is credited with 66 pounds per bushel, 
Capitol with 65. Arthur with 68, 
Oolden Vine with 64. Chancellor with

Canadian Beauty with 61 and Concor¬ 
dia with 61, the lowest in the whole 
list 

When looking for etoe tn peas, a 
factor of considerable importance st 
the exhibitions, pne must go to 
Canadian Beauty, early Raymond 
and Stirling, all of large sire and of 
good color, while Chancellor la a very 
sm*il pea. uniform and of good color.

at any time of the year), while only 
thirty out of 100 eggs from a pen of 
two-year-old chickens hatched. 

Because of tha cold weather. It to 
obvious that eggs are likely to be leas 
fertile. They can get chilled ao very 
quickly and poultrymen should be 
around the houses the whole time col¬ 
lecting the eggs almost aa soon as they 
are dropped. But the chilling to an 
outside Influence and it la question¬ 
able whether the fertility of eggs la 
any lower in the winter than in the 
spring. e- 

A. a matter of fact, Mr. Gurney 
aays; the chick* that are hatched at 
thla time of the year are much 
stronger than chicks, hatched later 
on. The first eggs from a breeder ben 
art naturally higher ln vitality than 
the later onea. v 

HATCHING HINTS 
The beat time to hatch to tha 
natural breeding Uma during March 


and April. Early incubating to only 
of academic Interest to most people, 
but It serves aa a warning. 

Owing to tha unusual weather 
moat breeders have been confined and 
J. R. Terry, provincial poultry cota- 
mlac loner, aays that they should bt 
allowed outdoor* as soon aa possible. 
If the run to too wet and muddy. 
Utter scattered in front of tha pen 
will be of benefit. 

Of course, provision for succulent 
greea feed for breeder* la essential. 

After the poor old hen has dona 
her duty, egg* for hatching purposes 
are spoiled by careteaancM or ignore 
anoi on the part of the farmer. 
Hatching eggs should never be kept 
In a metal or china receptacle. Egg 
caats. wooden, or cardboard boxes are 
the best places for storing hatching 
eggs. 

Egg* should be kept at a tempera* 
ture of between 53 and 60 degress for 
th* best incubating results. If they 
are kept more than seven days. egga 
should be turned every dhy. For th* 
baa. results, eggs should not be stored 
verticaUy but horiaontally. as they 
would Ue in the nests 

Under ideal circumstances, hatch¬ 
ing eggs' have been kept twenty-ona 
days before incubation without loss, 
but Mr. Terry believes that In moat 
** eggs should not be kept tpr more
